SAN FJIANCISCO, Nov. 20.—Admiral 


BrOivn, of the cruiser Situ Francisco, 
When approached for an interview by a

"W« brinff very little news. In fact 


almost everything- that happened was 
known In the United States before it 
became publio in Chili.

The condition of affairs in Chili 


at that time doea not appear to have 
been v«ry well understood. For in- 
stance, James Gordon Bennett, of the 
Now York Herald, telegraphed Wolf af- 
ter the fall of Valparaiso as follows: 
•fPlnd Balqiaceda and interview him." 
As about 50,000 Chilians were at that 
moment seeking tho same man and 
thirsting for his blood, Wolf was in a 
dclhnmu. 
He did his best, however, 


but of course failed. 
Balmacoda was 


at that time hiding- In Santiago. Then 
there was an on tiro misconception as 
to the values paid for produce and 
ptbcr goods, Tho only cargo that paid 
expenses, I should judge, was that 
which Montserrat brought down. Of 
Bourse coal was 850 a ton and potatoes 
830 a sack, bat then you lost sight of 
the fact that the dollar was only worth 
thirty cents."

PreJsS 
correspondent asked Admiral

In reply to a ijmotion the admiral said:

was launched. Would it not be a great 
saving1 in the long1 run to lacquer all 
our men-of-war?" 


"Lacquering; of a ship's bottom is the 


best preventive of fouling yet discov- 
ered," iinswcred the admiral, "but it is 
very expensive, and in time of war 
would take too long1 to put on. If 
lighting1 was tfointf on wo could not af- 
ford to lay up a ship for a month in or- 
der to put on a coat of lacquer. What 
wo want is something that can bo put 
on a ship's bottrm while it is being 
donned and diJcd; something that can 
bo used with dispatch, tt'e will know 
a little moro about uuti-fouling* paints 
after the 01 niter luis been docked."

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The amended 


plana for the "bridge to bo built over tlie 
North river at New York by tho North. 
River Bridge Co. were submitted to 
Acting Secretary Grant of the »war de- 
partment by fhe attorney of tlio com- 
pany yesterday. 


Tho act of congress authorizing1 the 


building' of the bridge provided that it 
should bo at least as high na the 
Brooklyn bridge and as much higher 
as the secretary of war should decide.

IN THB MINING CONGRESS AT DENYER, 


Permanent Organization Effected by the 


Election 
of Officers—Spsschea 
by 


Hon, George Olds and S:na- 


tor Wolcott and Others, 


DENVER, Col., Nov. 10.—The mining 


congress met at 10.30 a. m., in the Peo- 
ple's theater .with 550 delegates in at- 
tendance, 
lion. 
Georg-e 
Olds, 
of 


Georgetown,Col,, made a telling;speech 
on the demonetization of silver. 
The 


committee ou business recommended 
that the congress be made a permanent 
organization. They recommended tho 
following- officers: 
President, 
Judge 


Niles Seerlcs, of California; vicc'presi- 
dents, appointees of the delegations; 
secretary, Charles A. Edwards, of Aus- 
tin, Tex.; nssiHtant secretaries, Aaron 
Bucksoff, Lincoln, Neb.; Fred Dow, of 
Maine; J. C. Mooney, of Cubterville, 
Idaho. 


Vice-presidents were appointed, one 


from each state and territory repre- 
sented, and a committee on resolutions 
was appointed In a similar manner. 


It was discovered that United States 


Senator Woleott, of Colorado, was iu 
the hall, and he loudly called for. 
In 
response 
he 
made a 
forcible 


speech in favor of the free anil un- 
limited coinage of silver, and took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to strike a 
blow at President Harrison. He stig- 
matized the demonetization of silver in 
1878 
as the mokt iniquitous political 


treachery ever perpetrated and attacked 
Senator Sherman's prediction that with 
a circulation of 850,000,000 silver Would 
drive tho tfold out of the country, and 
claimed that faince m akin a* that state- 
ment and bince the silver circulation 
had reached into hundreds of millions 
the Sherman following1 hud changed its 
position and was demanding' an in- 
crease 
in the 
circulating- currency. 


The silver dollar, he said, is the dollar 
of tho poople, and the gold that of tho 
aristocracy. 
The silver dollar is an 


honest one. 
The opponents of bi- 


metallism say it is u 72-ceut dollar, but 
ship a 1,000,000 to Liverpool and you 
will g-«t an equal number of pold ones 
loss the transportation expenses. 


He denied that the west wai selfish 


in its demand for free coinage, If they 
were they would be content with the 
coinage of the American product, but 
they wanted silver restored to its place 
as a money metal, because it waa right, 
and because the commerce of the world 
required it. 


In his concluding remarks he took 


occasion to explain his position to hia 
Colorado constituents, and he wanted 
to be understood that in tho future, aa 
in the past, no difference what the po- 
sition of tho republican party or its 
chief executive migtft be; no mailer 
bow much his actions might bring him 
into disfavor iu tho councils of the 
party izi the senate, or no differs nee 
how much it would obscure the sun- 
light of presidential patronage from 
shining1 upon him, he would lfc found 


hting to the end of his official and 


public life for tho restoration, of silver 
to it» former place, aod for its free and 
unrestricted coinage and recognition as 
a money metal. 


The senator's remarks 
were 
fre* 


quently interrupted with applause and 
at their conclusion the delegates and 
visitors rose to their feet and cheered 
his utterances to the echo. 


E. U, Holder., a Colorado smelter 


owner, who Is a prominent exponent 
of the 
A merican-product-only policy, 


made a lengthy talk in suppbrt of hia 
position, and was endured rather than 
appreciated by a largo majprfly of the 
audience. 


In reply to Mr. Holden, Hon. C. S. 


Thomas, of Denver, was asked to speak. 
He made u ringing unlimitcd-coinaga 
speech, and evidently had the conven- 
tion with him. lie said that those Who 
liad studied the silver question de- 
manded free coinage, becaxiseitwasthe 
only measure possible that would re- 
store to the metal the attributes of 
money. 


The congress then adjourned until 


morning. 


The committee on resolutions met 


tliis evening at the St. James. Strong 
and uncompromising resolutions, 
fa- 


voring unlimited coinage, were drawn 
up. There is every reason to believe 
that they will be passed to-morrow by 
the congress withoxit much opposition.

Arrest of a Wife and Mother on a 


Onarge of Attempted Murder. 


James McOlinchy and bis wife have 


been living over Samuel MoBoberte' gro- 
cery store, on North Franklin street. 
Pat MoOlinohy is a brother ot James, 
and boarded with the other McOlinchy's. 
James MoClinohy is a miner, and was not 
at borne daring day-working boors. Pat 
McClinchy was often about the boose 
during ths day, and long since ~nmong 
the neighbors it was well known that an 
undue and improper intimacy existed 
between Pat MoOlinohy and his sister-in- 
law. This state of things bsoame known 
to James MoOHnchy in the course of 
time, and of coarse resulted in genera] 
discord and trouble between the trio. 


Last night -Tames McClinohy dropped 


into the building north of the one ID 
which he resided, occupied by McClains. 
He had been there baS a short time when 
it was discovered that something serious 
was the matter with him. He talked in- 
coherently and eeemed to be suffering 
pain in the region of the stomach. Be- 
coming alarmed, Mrs. MoClain sent for a 
physician, and Dr. Hall arrived. 
The 


doctor worked with MoOlinohy for two 
or three hours, Ue then suspected that 
McOlinchy was suffering from a doae of 
poison. While the doctor was working 
with McOlinohy, be said enough to lead 
to the suspicion that the poison had 
been administered by his wife about five 
o'clock in coffee, for the purpose of get- 
ting rid of hid, A searoli failed to locate 
Mrs. McClinohy about the premises, and 
it was at onoe concluded that she had 
poisoned her husband and then fled, per- 
haps in company with Put. 


Thomas Williams, who tends bsria the 


saloon below, aa soon as be heard of it, 
having eotne knowledge ot the state of 
things among the McOliuohys, as detailed 
above, promptly swore out a warrant for 
the arrest of Pat MoClinoby and Mrs. 
James McOlinchy, charging them with 
an attempt to kill James McClinchy. 
The pair were found at the depot, Mrs. 
MoCHuohy with her two-year-old child 
in the ladies' waiting room, while Pat 
was in the men's room. Officers Imbo- 
den, Williamson and Lawrence arrested 
the pair and lodged them in jail, 


They had all their clothes with them 


and were evidently intending to elope. 
The woman is 22 years old and fairly 
aoodlookitig. She says she was on her 
way to her father'*?, near Illiopolis, nod 
thnt Pat was there to see her safely off.- 
She denied having poisoned her husband, 
and alleged that he was cruel to her. She 
does not deny her intimacy with Pat, 
even admitting that the paternity of her 
child is due ti him. She alao sayi that 
her husband attempted suicide Wodnes- 
day by cutting his wrist with a razor, 
and that Pat took the weapon from him. 
This is partially corroborated by ths fact 
that his wrist has been recently cut and 
is now hound up, If this wound is eelf- 
intlicted, it is not unlikely that if he suf- 
fered from poison it was self-adminis- 
tered, Dr. Farmer was called in the case 
some time after Dr. Hall got to it and it 
was at no time clear to the physicians 
that MoOlinohy was suffering from poi- 
son. A visit to McClinohy this morning 
by Dr. Farmer confirms that doubt. Mc- 
Clinohy has been in the habit of ueing 
intoxicating liquors to excees and it is 
known that he over-indulged yesterday, 
and bis appearance this morning is that 
of a man who had been on a modern vil- 
lainous drunk. Taken all in all, the 
poison theory ie undoubtedly a myth, 
except so far ae the effects ot the narcotic 
poison in the liquor ho drank is con- 
cerned.

Elijah Jett a Corpse -- Throat 


Cut from Ear to Bar.

"Policti! Hfclp, help' MniLlor1" were 


the atrrtling cirife of feat nnd despair 
heard enily this morning on the Ihird 
tloor of tho W. F. Busher bnililing on 
East M>iin street, over the Abel Carpet 
House, nnd from the upper front window 
Mr. Clark extended the cries to theetreet 
in the hope of getting men to come up 
the narrow stairway and prevent the 
butchery then consummated in the rear 
room on the top floor. The streets w&re 
comparatively deserted. Four men stand- 
ing on the opposite side of tho street, 
heard the appeal but they m«de no re- 
sponse. 


Investigation brought out the fact that 


Elijah Jett, the well-known teauiater of 
the oity street force, agad 47 yea:9, had 
attempted to kill his wife nnd had than 
committAd suicide, while ehe lay upon 
the floor, blood gushing from the gaping 
gash in her throat. Jett is a corpse, and 
the wife is still alive with Eorne prospects 
of final recovery. 


STOET OF THE GRIME. 


Tte third floor of the building is di- 


vided into living apartments, with a 
narrow hall running along the west side 
from the stairway landing to the door of 
tbe room at the front. 
The three rooms 


ut tbe front are occupied by William B. 
Clark and hie invalid wife. Biok of these 
four rooms are two others, one a bed 
room and the other a kitchen with inde- 
pendent entrance to the kitchen. 
These 


two rear rooms were occupied by Mr. 
nnd Mrs. Elijah Jett, who took poesoesicn 
soon after their marriage about B month 
ago. In the bed room at the right is u. 
targe bad, and not four foot to the left is 
a small cot, upon which Claudie Grindol, 
iigccl 7 years, eon of Mrs. Jett by her first 
marriage, slept last night, nnd where he 
lay trembling with fear while the horrible 
scones were being enacted in tha adjoin- 
ing kitchen—hearing the ecnillmg of feet 
the swish of his mother'd garments, her 
piercing cries for help, her screams of 
(i^ony as tbe mzor cut her throat, and 
tha final fall of the bodies upon the floor, 
arid then all was quiot.

monts during the past two weeks, had 
been quarreling during the night.

On Wednesday they had a^rwed 
that they would die together. They had 
written uotts to that effect nnd their 
names were signed to the declarations as 
given belotv. The manner and time of 
tbe death were not stated. 
Buth were 


jualoua of each other, bo it isBtntsci. At 
daylight tins morning Mr. plark, who was 
cunnij for his invalid wifa in tue front 
rooms, \vfts disturbed by the qnarrtl ill 
tha JeU apartments. 
The alteication 


was kept up for over an hour, and then 
thtire were cries for help. Tho kitchen 
door was suddenly opened and Mrs. Jett 
rushed through Che hall to the door of 
tho Clark apartments, asking in excited 
tones to be admitted, 
The door was 


locked and bolted, and Mr, Clark opened 
it as quickly us possible. At first he fur- 
got the bolt and ho was delayed for fi 
few momenta. 
Tho door was swung 


open, and in rushed Mrs. Jattolosely fol- 
lowed by Jett, who had a razor m his 
hand. 
The woman floj through the 


front room to the silting room back, and 
there ehe waa overtaken by Jett and 
dragged back through the hull to the 
rear. Both husband and wifeAvoie greatly 
excited. Tho woman was trying to get 
nway and Jett chueod her like a blood- 
thirtty demon. When the couple got out 
Clark locked the door. Again did the 
woman escape to the hall making a des- 
pointe effort to open the door leading ic- 
to the room used by tbe Clarks ao a 
kitoheu. She was dragged back again 
into the kitchon' by Jett, and then it is 
supposed that Jett killed himself. It is 
evident 
from the 
amount ot blood 


emoared upon the floor of tb.9 hall that 
Jett had attacked his wife with tho ran or 
on her first flight to the Clark rooms. 
Blood was then on her oloth.es and it 
smeared the Clark carpet. She ran and 
cried for help until her strength left hor, 
and then she fell mafaint m tho kitcben. 
Possibly Jott made two attempts to iill 
hia wife, inflicting Jtwo outs with the 
razor, but both efforts failed. 
Jett eaw 


hie wife prostrate and then he took hie 
own life. 


BOTH WILLING TO GO. 


This forenoon F. M. Veech, son-in-law 


ot the suicide, found a small blank book 
oE the U. I?. Foster Society Uniform and 
Costume company, in one of the pockets 
of Jett, and on separate pages, in pencil, 
wore written two open messages. 
One 


wu.9 in Jett's handwriting, and the other 
in the hand writing of a woman. They re- 
veal H state of jealousy and a determin- 
ation to die. The notes are as follows:

ried. Elijah Jett had obtained a divorce 
from his wife, and Mrs. Grifldol, who was 
tho wile of Joseph Orindo), was a divorced 
woman. Tbsy had been acquainted for 
sevonil yeara. Tha ilrst wife of Jett re- 
sides on Locust street, Sbo is the mother 
of four children, Mrs. P. M, Veech, Joseph 
Jott, Robert Jett, and John Jett, the 
latter a resident of the State of Kansas. 


Mrs. 
Molley Jett is a daughter of Mr, 


Colo who resided at Bethany, in Moultria 
county. ,Tho father and mothsr are dead. 
The children of Mrs. Jett by hor first 
maruage arc May Grindol, aged 16, and 
Claude Grindol, aged 7 yearn. May has 
not lived with her mother since her last 
marriage, and was not anywhere near the 
scene of the tragedy ibis morning, Mrs. 
Jett is about 33 yeara of ege. She was 
tho nurse t?t Mr. Clark's invalid wife and 
had the inspect and esteem of the elderly 
conple. Mr, Clark says that frequently 
Jett had dnven his wife from her room 
and ho had always admitted her and hod 
locked the door to keep Jett out. There 
had baen trouble ever since Jett moved 
in, but after the quarrels Jett would 
appear to behave hitcBelf. Jett was a 
native of Kentucky, and came to Macon 
county years ago; at first he was a watch- 
man for tbe old Boiling Mill company. 
Then he had charge of the J. H. Myers 
farm. Lately he had been connected 
with the city street forco^aa a teamster. 
He was a veteran of the late war, having 
served ns a member of tbe Fadornl Army 
in. the 40th Kentucky regiment. Ha was 
a member of Dunham Pout, No. 141, G. 
A. R, but had been dropped for non-pay- 
ment sC dues. He was a member of 
CcEUr de Laon Lodgo No. 17, Knighta of 
Pythias, and was present at the meeting 
Ittet night, when he appeared to be usu- 
ally talkative and sociable. 


COULD XOT AGK1E. 


Since Saturday the police have known 


that there was trouble between Jett and 
his wife. Mrs. Jett had talked about her 
trouble, stating that she cnuld not get 
along with him; that he had thrown up 
things to her, and mude threats. Her 
lawyer told her to set her husband's 
effects out of the room. As late KB Sun- 
day Officer Brockway had a talk with 
Jett, who said that he expected to go 
away. Jett's things had been set out of 
the room.

sonal violence. It she if rota the not* 


quoted above she did it through {ear, and 
with the hopu that ehe might Cool Jett 
in tbe end.

She got ont and escaped 
through th« door before Jett oonld stop 
her.
